'all kinds arranged, factories over¬ 
hauled and made, not only to produce 
war materials, but to produce them in 
far greater quantities than articles of 
peace times had been manufactured. 
Then again, production was consider¬ 
ably increased, and business generally 
found its war footing with commend¬ 
able rapidity. 

Of course, in that we were prepar¬ 
ing for war with the enemy at our 
very gates. It was a case of do or die. 
But the question is this—and it is for 
us all to answer—if we could organ¬ 
ize so speedily and successfully for 
war, cannot we organize for peace 
with equal success? It has to be 
done, and despite the temporary un¬ 
settling of labour which will occur* 
with demobilization and reorganiza¬ 
tion, it can be done if we will only 
keep steadily before us the necessity 
of individual initiative and co-opera¬ 
tion. It is a big task, but not any¬ 
more so than taking a vital share in a 
world war, and it means just as much 
as the war did; there is the same call 
for a victorious outcome.

GERMAN WOMEN 
TURNED DOWN. 


To the request of the women 
of Germany that the members 
of the National Council of French 
Women intercede with the French 
Government to the end that the terms 
of the armistice be mitigated, a nega¬ 
tive answer has been giveff. 

The refusal is not one of spite, butl 
is based on the reasoning of letting 
people suffer a little as they have 
made others suffer a lot. The French 
women point out that to their objec¬ 
tions against the crimes of the Ger¬ 
man Government in Belgium, France 
and at sea, the German women, be¬ 
lieving victory to rest with their 
troops, gave this answer: 

“We are at one with our people. 
The men who took the responsibility 
for Germany’s decisions are as dear 
to us as those who are shedding their 
blood for us in the battlefield.” To 
the French protest against the depor¬ 
tation of Belgian women and girls to 
Germany there was no response. 

Is it to be wondered at, then, that 
the women of France refuse to inter¬ 
fere ? Compared to the sufferings im¬ 
posed on Belgium and France for four 
years, the armistice is a couch of 
down.

The principal nations of the world 
are now, or soon will be, facing the 
many and serious problems of recon¬ 
struction. The task is no less import¬ 
ant than that of winning the war, for 
unless it is properly finished the fruits 
of victory will be lost and the sacri¬ 
fices of the war will have been made 
in vain. There never was a time 
when so many and so serious problems 
were confronting the people of Can¬ 
ada. How are the people of Canada 
preparing themselves to face these 
problems and to solve them? Hereto¬ 
fore, it must be confessed, the duties 
of citizenship have been too lightly 
regarded by all of us. To too great 
an extent we have been satisfied to 
treat the problem of Belf-government 
as a game to be played by the politi¬ 
cians. Our rights and our liberties 
came so easy to us that we were in 


It is impossible to Bay with exact¬ 
itude how much damage results from 
cattle, and live ctock generally, eating 
poisonous plants. It is, however, cer¬ 
tain that the waste thus caused a- 
mounts to serious proportions an¬ 
nually. Cattle, sheep, and swine are 
taken ill and frequently die from trou¬ 
ble attributable to the consumption of 
poisonous plants when -other 'things 
are supposed to have been the cause. 
If it were the custom in all cases of 
this kind to call in a veterinary sur¬ 
geon to investigate it would be dis¬ 
covered in.many instances that the 
consumption of poisonous plants was 
at the foundation.

all wild cherries. While these pests 
are to be found in each of the three 
provinces, it is perhaps in Manitoba 
that they are the most common. It is 
the root of Cowbane, Death Camas, 
Sneeze Weed and Horsetail that are 
poisonous, and it 1 b during the dry 
season ,when the grazing stock are 
forced into low pasture land, or out 
into the swamps to drink, that most 
damage is caused. Here again it 
might be observed that the consump¬ 
tion of these plants is chiefly due to 
the scarcity of other feed. 

In Saskatchewan, Water Hamlock 
apd Stemless Loco are the only weeds 
known to have produced serious sym- 
toms of poisoning. There are three 
species of Loco Weeds found in the 
Prairie Provinces, namely, Oxytropis 
Campestris, Lamberti, and Splendens. 
The eating of these weeds is an aquir 
ed habit and the serious effect lies in 
chronic cases. 

In Alberta the plants causing the 
most trouble are Death Camas, Water 
Hemlock, Larkspur, and Loco Weed, 
bat the Provincial Veterinarians esti¬ 
mates that the losses from poisonous 
plants are greater than from any 
other .single cause. The Loco Weeds 
affect horses and sheep, and the Lark¬ 
spur, 1 cattle; bu4 the most poisonous 
plants in the province is the Death 
Camas, which haB its being in pnoist 
places, the animals suffering tp the 
greatest extent being sheep.

The best preventative to use against 
lice for hogs is to first see that no 
lice whatever are permitted on the 
premises either in the house or on the 
hogs. Then when you buy new 
boars or other *hogs see that they are 
free from lice before you turn them in 
your herd of before you put them in 
the barns to which your hogs may 
have access at some later time. And 
then, in addition, it Is necessary to 
watch your neighbors and see that 
your clean Hogs do not rub noses with 
infected hogs on the other side of 
the fence which divides your farms 
from those of your neighbors. 

All of this, of course, means eradi¬ 
cation of lice from

The best 
remedy we know of for this purpose 
is crude oil. Crude oil may be se¬ 
cured from a number of different 
concerns in the various states. The 
oil can now be bought for about $8.00 
to $11 per barrel of fifty gallons, it 
costing on this basis about 18c to~21c 
per gallon. 

When we treat our hogs here we 
simply put them all in one corner and 
spray them thoroughly with crude oil 
which has previously been placed in 
an ordinary spraying can. If the

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can easily be made larger by use of 
some sharp instrument. After you 
have sprayed these hogs thoroughly, 
take a broom and rub them all over 
with it. Another scheme is to use 
a spray pump. A' dipping tank may 
be used to advantage, although or¬ 
dinarily it is not used on the swine 
farm. 

Rubbing posts can be used and they 
help some but they will not complete¬ 
ly eradicate the lice. However, a 
good rubbing post is of much value 
in keeping lice down to reasonable 
numbers. 

Some practice also spraying in in¬ 
side of the hog house, particularly in 
the summer time. 

A good hog remedy ,very success¬ 
ful for round worms, consists of a 
mixture of santoin and calomel. The 
dosages are arbitrary but, generally 
speaking, a fifty-pound pig can 
handle from three to five grains of 
santonin along with an equal amount 
of calomel, a 100-pound pig should 
have six to eight grains, and over 
this ten grains should be given. Mix 
same thoroughly and give with a 
little feed. Some recommend that 
this be given after the hogs have 
been kept off feed 24 hours, some 
after 12 hours. We have practiced 
giving it with the regular feeds with 
fair success. This worm remedy can

tention to the three fundamentals in 
designing a residence, only parts of 
which come into use at one time. If 
the same plan is extended to meet the 
requirements of a school it e.bsolutcly 
fails, since all parts of the school 
come into use simultaneously ,nnd 
should therefore have equal heat, 
light and ventilation. The writer has 
taught in such schools, and particu¬ 
larly remembers a new one, whose ex¬ 
ternal appearance appealeJVjo an 
ambitious town, but in which nearly 
all the windows were on the south 
side, with the steam radiators under 
the windows, and with the north wall 
blank, and where the playrooms in 
the basement and the coal bin were 
all of the same size. .One of the best 
planned schools that has come under 
the writer’s observation was design¬ 
ed, not by a professional architect 
but by a school inspector. The veriest 
tyro in the requirements of school 
buildings could not do worse than has 
been accomplished in the construction 
of ninety-nine per cent of our present 
schools. 

*It is net enough for the school to 
take precautions to prevent physical 
ailments or even to remedy the ail¬ 
ments that are caused through faulty 
conditibn^at home, when conditions 
at school are not satisfactory.. The 
most important part has yet to be 
done, viz: to keep both those who 
have needed medical treatment, as 
well as those,who have not required 
it, in good physical condition. This 
feature.has been realized by the De- 
partprent of Education, and provision 
has been made by physical exercises 


in school, and for Cadet training of 
the older boys. This is slight as far 
as it goes, but like the medical in¬ 
spection by nurses, it does not go far 
enough. It is obvious that a few 
minutes physical exercise a day is 
sufficient only to collect abuses that 
pupils arc prone to fall into through 
sitting all day in careless positions, 
but it is not sufficient to produce the 
vigour necessary to attain the ideal 
of a sound body for a sound mind. 
The Cadet tiaining of" the usual hour 
is less likely to produce lasting re¬ 
sults. 

The natural avenue of exercise is 
on the play ground. It has only to be 
equipped with swings, slides, travell¬ 
ing rings, etc., for the children to 
spend both their recess and all other 
available time exercising on these de¬ 
vices, because of the fun enjoyed do¬ 
ing it. It the winter time this play 
apparatus should be removed to the 
basement, all of which, with the ex¬ 
ception of space for the heating sys¬ 
tem, should be devoted to indoor play 
and games. This item of play, either 
indoors or outdoors is at present al¬ 
most entirely overlooked, except for 
the thirty minutes allotted to it daily 
without the provision of equipment 
to enable that time to be properly 
utilized. 

In the survey of health in the 
schools the matter of sanitation 
should not be overlooked. Most of the 
schools outride the cities still have 
the old fashioned, unsanitary toilet, 
through which the chilling winds blow 
making it almost a punishment for a 
child to be required to use it in the 


winter time. It would be hard to es¬ 
timate the full extent of the injury 
caused by these nuisances as they ex¬ 
ist at present, but it can be easily 
seen that such injury is likely to be 
caused by the child’s ne-uial desire 
to avoid as much as possible such an 
uncomfortable environment ,to say 
nothing of the exposure to outside 
temperature in winter, and to unsani¬ 
tary conditions in summer. Most 
private houses are not considered 
complete no\V without a sanitary toi¬ 
let installed inside,.and it is jiist as 
important for the Abildren to have 
similar conveniences in the school. 

There is little doubt but that all 
who have Jiad the hardihood to read 
this article will admit that the 
schools could be improved along the 
lines indicated. The Department of 
Education does not supervise such 
matters as they might, If they con¬ 
tributed a sufficient school grant to 
authorize them to have a controlling 
voice in the matter. Under present 
circumstances the whole question is 
left to the individual districts to cope 
with. It appears to the writer that 
this is the right psychological moment 
to inaugurate a campaign of educa¬ 
tion along this line. It is his hope in 
writing this article that it will be the 
beginning of a series of contributions 
from ethers, that will finally lead to a 
betterment of conditions in our own 
school.

j THE NEW ERA AFTER THE WAR 


It seems rather presumptuous for 
a returned soldier to write on such a 
subject. 

The question today is “What are 
the men going to do when they re¬ 
turn?” Everyone is busy with the 
Reconstruction problem. Personally 
I do not think the returned man is the 
main factor in these problems. Just 
as soon as the armistice was signed, 
then the bald truth dawns, and we 
have to admit that we are somewhat 
late in bringing out our ideas. Would 
the armistice have been signed yet if 
Foch has gone on this principle of' 
Let us eat and drink today for to¬ 
morrow we die.” 

Returned men have been coming 
back for three years, and what has 
been done? Why, nothing? After re¬ 
ceiving the glad hand and a packet of 
gum, the wounded hobble about, stand 
at street corners and soon are swall¬ 
owed up in the maelstrom of disinter¬ 
est. It is up to the men themselves, 
as they sow, so will they reap. Party 
politics will find no place in their de¬ 
liberations, but whether it is for elec¬ 
tion to the Federal, the Provincial or 
the Municipal, these men will invari- 
bly carry their nominee. While the 
father was overseas, his boy, in the 
’teens was a potential factor to be 
reckoned wi.*h, not to mention the al¬ 
lied forces of Next-of-Kin. 

Returned soldiers regret all over 
the Dominion that the Union Govern¬ 
ment has not justified its being re¬ 
turned. TheredJs where the Khaki 
element will show Us power. It will 
form, an independent party, who, like 
the Irish in the British House of Com¬ 
mons, will swing the pendulum. We 
may have been fooled once, but we 
Cannot be fooled all the time. As 
Major Barrow said on Sunday :“Play 
the game; keep together, let no dis- 
sention and schism get into your 
ranks. Leave self out of it, and there 


is nothing the returned soldiers can¬ 
not accomplish, which is characteris¬ 
tic of the wearers of khaki, ■will bring 
about many a change that is not look 
ed for. In the last election the men 

did not care a-for C.N.R. deals, 

tariffs, whether Jhere was prohibition 
or not. All they asked for was men 
and more men.” 

Messrs. Borden, Carvell, Calder, et 
al., take a tumble. Are you going to 
be like Heine’s navy, afraid to come 
out, eh, what? 

Oh, the pity of it! We gave-them 
the weapons and they did net use 
them. Reconstruction, forsooth! The 
term has been greatly abused by a 
certain political group for their own 
purposes. The question ofjlemobili- 
zation worries these groups morcVhan 
it does the parties concerned. In all 
industrial unrest we have been inter¬ 
ested, but thetountry has not yet 
found us wanting in the ideals that 
will be the backbone of a newer and 
better Canada. 

Preparations should have been made 
long ago. The Land Settlement 
Board, after eleven months, has done 
nothing to warrant its continuance. 
If is, however, alarming to see that 
the military authorities propose send¬ 
ing our comrades back at the rate of 
20,000 per month. We do not want 
Bolshevism, but God knows how it can 
be avoided unless something is done 
right soon. Ex-propriation of land is 
one of the easiest of measures. Oh, 
for- a David Lloyd George. He would 
soon carry “The message to Garcia.” 
What is needed is co-ordination of ef¬ 
fort, municipal, provincial and Feder¬ 
al . Many brainy, intelligent return¬ 
ed men are already rehabilitated. Get 
their co-operation; they will gladly 
carry on.”

MUSIC AS A NATIONAL FACTOR 


There are four outstanding subjects 
which the average man neglects;' re¬ 
ligion, law, medicine and music. Look 
over them again, thoughtfully, and 
ask yourself how far man could get if 
either one of them was eliminated, 
even for a day. And yet they are 
accepted, and taken for granted very 
much in the same manner as the sun¬ 
shine and the rain, as a matter of 
course. If the question were asked of 
ten people as to which of the four 
could be the more easily dispensed 
with, nine of them would say that 
music could go. 

And they would be wrong. One is 
no more dispensible than the other. 
Music !*rould be just as much a part 
of our lives as religion, and a know¬ 
ledge of law and medicine, for the cul¬ 
tivation of the musical faculty in our 
lives would do more to elevate and 
distinguish us as a nation than the 
practice of any other single art. And 
yet it is probably the one suffering 
the greatest neglect. 

In speaking of music and the ipusi- 
cal temperament it dees not follow 
that one is confined to any single in¬ 
strument or study. To be mtisical is 
to have the sense of discerning and 
conceiving beauty through sound, be¬ 
cause music, after all, is a succession 
of sound as arranged as to have a 
tangible meaning and effect; to be 
able to follow and appreciate that 
succession of sound is to be musical. 
That is a broad definition, of course, 
but it makes a good one for a work¬ 
ing basis. 

It is the earnest cultivation of this 
musical temperament or gift which 
results inevitably in the highest form 
of art, the art of music. It is a very 
necessary part of our national edu¬ 
cation, and in the future when this 
comes to be realized, it will take its 
place with everything else, from the 
study of agriculture to astronomy. 
At present, it is a subject left severly 
along in the great majority of our 
schools and homes. 

Having this in mind—for it must 
come, just as the once undreamed of 
airship and submarine came—should 
we not ask .ourselves why, if this 


musical spirittis to be cultivated, is 
it net lien: Today ? 

If we ask ourselves that question 
and follow it up to an answer we shall 
begin to lay the foundation of a nat¬ 
ional recognition of music. As yet we 
have not troubled. Our boys and 
girls who have a musical inclination 
are not generally encouraged to keep 
it up. They might “take lessons” for 
a period of years, but in all too many 
cases it stops there. They are given 
no material encouragement so they 
drift away, and what was probably a 
promising start dies at the game of 
“earning a living.” And yet how much 
more pleasant “earning a living” 
might have been, and to what great¬ 
er heights might that humble begin¬ 
ner have climbed had there been one 
word of thoughtful encouragement 
and cheer. And it was all on account 
of knowing nothing and caring less in 
the first place. Today there are boys 
and girls in every community “taking 
lessons.” Ninety per cent, of them 
plough through it, and if they kept it 
up for twenty-five years they would 
never rise beyond a stage of medio¬ 
crity; many of them, as a matter of 
fact, will drop off and give it up. 
Very well, let them; it is no use train¬ 
ing a child for something nature never 
intended it to attain. But what about 
the remaining ten per cent? In that 
ten per cent there are children who 
could rise in the profession, some to 
heights of national, -perhaps interna¬ 
tional importance. But—and here 
we cheat ourselves and ten per cent 
as well—they ara carelessly classed 
with the ninety per cent and allowed 
to slide and break away. When they 
are men and women they will realize 
the chances they missed, but it will 
not be their fault they missed them- 
we missed the chance for them, and 
£heir lives capable 4f big and beauti¬ 
ful things, are shut off and squeezed 
into some ordinary calling where they 
will never make any headway. 
Through -carelessness and want of 
thought we lose musicians as well as 
lives. We are trying to mend our 
ways in regard to the latter loss, and 
to that end are introducing innova- 


[ tions of all kinds. Ar.d it is proper 
that we should do so, but should we 
not also try to save some of our musi¬ 
cians too? 

Give the children a chance. You 
may be a good successful farmer or a 
business man, but do not conclude 
that there is no reason why your 
child should not be the same. Take 
them out to concerts, teach them to 
sing, and if you have an instrument 
in the home bring it forward as a liv¬ 
ing thing rather than as a piece of 
antique furniture. Let the child know 
what it is for. Play for the child, t^, 
if you cannot do that, let the child 
hear music outside somewhere; give 
it a chance to open the eternal win¬ 
dows. An awakening interest is al¬ 
ways discernible, and then it is for 
you to lead that child to the initiative 
lessons. Then, having got so far, 
take an interest in the lessons. Con¬ 
sult the- teacher regarding progress, 
and educate yourself somewhat in 
music so that you will be able to talk 
to the child in an interesting manner. 
You will soon notice that your child 
with a musical inclination appreciates 
all this and strives to do better. It 
may be hard work for you but keep 
at it for you are giving that child the 
foundation of the finest faculty in the 


[world. It will be to your credit some 

day. 

Let us imagine, then, that the above 
interest had been demonstrated toward 
our musically inclined boys and girls 
for the past ten or fifteen years, and 
it is not difficult to see how much 
brighter and happier our lives and 
homes would be today. But it does 
not rtop there. From the lives and 
the homes it spreads to the communi¬ 
ty, then from one community to 
another, until in a little while it is 
province wide, nation wide, and on 
and on until it becomes world wide. 
Providing then, that our lives and 
homes are better and more enlighten¬ 
ed through the influence of music, it 
is apparent that as a national factor 
music is ennobling and stimulating to 
the highest degree, and becomes a 
necessity in the lives of the nation. 

Let us therefore be more tolerant 
of music than we have beep in the 
past, receiving it and encouraging it 
to the fullest possible extent, Give 
the boys and girls their chance; their 
future is in our hands in this matter 
just as in any other, and We should 
guard it and cultivate it no less as¬ 
siduously than we do any other caling 
in life. Wc are all missing so much 
for the want of taking thought.
